radio communication network and an a specific Intemet user the mobile subscriber 
station is seeking to be connected to , and in that

station to said s e rv e r [[,]] inquiry information identifying the ^ Intemet address for 
said specific Intemet user fi-om said mobile subscriber station to said 
telephony/Internet server |"|":]] and [["-]] to transfer return information fi-om said 
telephony/Internet server to said mobile subscriber station specifying at least if the 
telephony/Intemet connection being sought by the mobile subscriber station is 
possible [[,]] information r e lating to said conn e ction betw ee n said mobil e subscrib e r 
station and said Int e m e t us e r . 

Claim 2 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 1, 
charaotorisod in that wherein said SMS is used to transf e r the following information to said 
t e l e phony/Intomot Qor\^or [[: -]] the Intemet address for said specific Intemet user identifies an 
Intemet-connected computer terminal of said specific Intemet user[[;]] and[[-]] said SMS 
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further transfers a specific identity for said mobile subscriber station from the mobile 
subscriber station to said telephonv/Intemet server . 

Claim 3 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 2, 
charact e ris e d in that wherein said specific identity for said mobile subscriber station is a 
telephone number for said mobile subscriber station. 

Claim 4 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 
2[[,]] , charact e ris e d in that wherein said telephony/Intemet server includes analysing means 
for effecting[[,]] on r e c e ipt of said SMS transf e rr e d information [[J] an A number analysis to 
determine the A[[-]]telephone number identity of said mobile subscriber station on receipt of 
said SMS-transferred inquiry information. 

Claim 5 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as clamed in claim 2, 
charact e ris e d in that wherein [[-]] said t e l e phony/Int e m e t s e rv e r is adapt e d, in r e spons e to 
r e c e ipt of said SMS transf e rr e d return information from said mobil e subscrib e r station, to 
s e nd an SMS transferred to said mobile subscriber station by said SMS including the 
following information [[:- ]] that call conn e ction to said hit e m e t us e r is possible; and [[-]] also 
includes the telephonv/Intemet server's telephone number. 

Claim 6 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 5, 
charact e ris e d in that wherein said telephony/Intemet server is adapted, on receipt of a 
telephone call from said mobile subscriber station, the telephone call being made using the 
telephonv/Intemet server's telephone niunber provided to the mobile subscriber station as part 
of the return information , to: 
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[[ -]] identify said mobile subscriber station making the telephone call (calling 

[[-]] associate the telephone call with the Intemet address previously 
transferred to said telephonv/Intemet server by from said mobile subscriber station; and 
[[-]] connect the telephone call to the Litemet address. 

Claim 7 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 6, 
characteris e d in that wherein said telephony/Intemet server is adapted to identify said mobile 
subscriber station making the telephone call (calling party) using said A[[-]] telephone 
number analyzing means. 

Claim 8 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 7, 
charact e ris e d in that wherein said Intemet address is maintained associated with the A[[- 
]]telephone number of said mobile subscriber station for a specific period of time which is 
monitored by a system timer. 

Claim 9 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 6, 
charact e ris e d in that wherein said telephony/Intemet server is adapted to connect the 
telephone call directly to the Intemet address. 

Claim 10 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 6, 
characterised in that wherein said telephony/Intemet server is adapted to connect the 
telephone call to the Intemet address via at least one additional Intemet server adapted to 
provide Intemet telephonv services that stands alone or as the last one of a chain of 
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servers[[, ]] a s e rv e r at th e e nd of this chain boing adapted to provid e Int e rn e t t e l e phony 
s e rvic e s . 

Claim 1 1 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 1, 
characterised in that wherein said telephony/Intemet server includes means for establishing 
and storing a an Intemet address list of Internet addresses for each mobile subscriber station 
user subscribing to the system[[,]] and in that each one of said Litemet addresses has an 
Intemet address list number. 

Claim 12 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 
1 1 , characteris e d in tha t wherein said t e l e phony/Int e m e t s e rv e r is adapted, in response to 
receipt of said SMS transf e rr e d return information from said mobil e subscrib e r station, to 
send an SMS transferred to said mobile subscriber station by said SMS including th e 
following informati en[[:- ]] that call conn e ction to said Int e met us e r is possibl e[[; -]] also 
includes the telephony/Intemet server's telephone number[[;]] and [[- ]]&^ the Intemet 
address list number for the Int e m e t addr e ss, e ach addr e ss list numb e r corresponding to one 
of the Intemet addresses in the mobil e subscrib e r station us e r's Intemet address Hst in the 
telephony/Intemet server. 

Claim 13 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 12, 
characteris e d in that wherein said Intemet address list numbers received by SMS from the 
telephony/Intemet server are stored in a respective mobile subscriber station's telephone 
number list. 
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Claim 14 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 11, 

charact e ris e d in that wherein a mobile subscriber station is adapted to request from said 

telephony/Internet server, and said telephony/Internet server is adapted to supply to the 

mobile subscriber station, a complete listing of the Intemet address list. 

Claim 15 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as clamed in claim 1 1, 
charact e rised in that a wherein each mobile subscriber station is adapted to search for a 
specific one of the Intemet addresses stored by said telephony/Intemet server. 

Claim 16 (Currently Amended) A The commimication system as claimed in claim 11, 
characterised in that wherein said telephony/Intemet server is adapted, on receipt of a call an 
S MS -transferred connection request inquiry from a mobile subscriber station te indicating 
an unlisted Intemet address, to: 

[[-]] store, and assign an address list number to[[,]] the received unlisted 
Intemet address; and 

[[-]]send transfer back[[,]] to the mobile subscriber station, via SMS, the following 
return information to enable a user of said mobile subscriber station to call said unlisted 
Intemet address: 

[[-]]the a newly assigned address list number; 
[[-]] the telephony/Intemet server's telephone number; and 
[[-]] information that a call connection is now possible to the previously 
unlisted Intemet address. 

Claim 17 (Currently Amended) A The communication system as claimed in claim 1, 
charact e ris e d in that wherein said cellular radio communication network is a GSM network. 
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Claim 18 (Currently Amended) A method for enabling a mobile subscriber station of 
a cellular radio communication network to make an Intemet telephone call to an a specific 
Intemet user, charact e ris e d by th e us e comprising the steps of SMS to transfori 

[[:-]] from s aid mobil e subscriber station to a tolophonv/Int e m e t s e rv e r transferring 
inquiry information identifying the Intemet address for said specific Intemet user received 
from said mobile subscriber station to a telephony/Internet server using a short message 
service (SMS) of the cellular radio communication network ; and 

[[-]] transferring return information from said telephony/Intemet server to said mobile 
subscriber station specifying at least if the telephony/Intemet connection indicated by the 
Intemet address for said specific Intemet user is possible using the SMS f [Q] information 
r e lating to said conn e ction b e tw ee n said mobile station and said Int e m e t us e r . 

Claim 19 (Currently Amended) A The method as claimed in claim 18, charact e ris e d 
by said SMS being us e d to transf e r wherein the following inquiry information transferred by 
SMS to said telephony/Intemet server [[:-]] the Int e m e t address for an Int e m e t conn e ct e d 
comput e r t e rminal of said Internet user: and [[-]] fiirther includes a specific identity for said 
mobile subscriber station and the Intemet address is the Intemet address for an Internet- 
connected computer terminal of said specific Intemet user . 

Claim 20 (Currently Amended) A The method as claimed in claim 19, charact e ris e d 
in that wherein said specific identity of said mobile subscriber station is a telephone number 
for said mobile subscriber station.

said SMS-transferred inquiry information[[,]] and using A[[-]] telephone number analysis to

Claim 26 (Currently Amended) A The method as claimed in claim 23, charact e ris e d 
by further comprising the step of said telephony/Intemet server connecting the telephone call 
directly to the hitemet address. 

Claim 27 (Currently Amended) A The method as claimed in claim 23, charact e ris e d 
by further comprising the step of said telephony/Intemet server connecting the telephone call 
to the Intemet address via at least one additional Intemet server adapted to provide Intemet 
telephony services that stands alone or as the last one of a chain of servers fTJI a s e rv e r at 
th e e nd of this chain b e ing adapted to provid e Int e m e t t e lephony Gor\1cQij . 

Claim 28 (Currently Amended) A The method as claimed in claim 18, characterised 
by further comprising the step of said telephony/Intemet server establishing and storing a list 
of Intemet addresses for each mobile subscriber station user wishing to make Intemet 
telephone calls as an Intemet address list frJI and by providing each one of said Intemet 
addresses having an with a corresponding address list number. 
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Claim 29 (Currently Amended) A The method as claimed in claim 28, oharacterisod 
hy further comprising the step of said telephony/Litemet server[[,]] in r e spons e responding to 
receipt of said SMS-transferred information from said mobile subscriber station[[,]] with

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Claim 33 (Currently Amended) A The method as claimed in claim 28, oharactorisod 
further comprising the step of said telephony/Intemet server[[,]] on r e c e ipt of a call 
receiving an SMS-transferred connection request from a mobile subscriber station te 
indicating an unlisted Internet address , said telephony/Intemet server then : 

- storing, and assigning an address list number to[[,]] the unlisted Intemet address; 

and 

[[-]] sending back[[,]] to the mobile subscriber station, via SMS, th e following 
information to enable a user of said mobile subscriber station to call said unlisted 
Intemet address as follows:

Claim 35 (Currently Amended) A method for enabling a mobile subscriber station of 
a cellular radio communication network to make an Intemet telephone call to an Intemet user, 
charact e ris e d by comprising the steps of: 

[[-]] a user of said mobile subscriber station sending the following informati eH to a 
telephony/Intemet server using a short message service (SMS) of the cellular radio 
communication network : 

[[-]] information identifying the Intemet address for said Intemet user; and 
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[[-]] th e specific identity of information specifically identifying said mobile 

subscriber station (for e xampl e , the telephone numb e r for th e mobil e subscrib e r 

station) ; 

[[-]] said telephony/Internet server[[,]] in r e sponse responding to receipt of said 
information[[,]] by sending m a return SMS to said mobile subscriber station, said retum 
SMS including the following information : 

[[-]] information indicating that connection to said Intemet address is possible; 

and 

[[-]] the telephony/Internet server's telephone nimiber; 
[[-]] a user of said mobile subscriber station[[,]] on rec e ipt of receiving the retum 
SMS fi-om the server[[,]] with the telephony/Internet server's telephone nimiber and then 
placing a telephone call to calling the telephony/Internet server's telephone number; and 

[[-]] the server[[,]] on receipt of receiving the telephone call firom the mobile 
subscriber station[[:]] then performing the steps of : 

[[-]] identifying the mobile subscriber station as placing the telephone call

Claim 36 (Currently Amended) A method for enabling a mobile subscriber station of 
a cellular radio communication network to make an Intemet telephone call to an Intemet 
user, characteris e d by comprising the steps of : 

[[-]] establishing and storing a list of Intemet addresses for each mobile subscriber 
station user wishing to make Intemet telephone calls; 
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[[-]] assigning, for each address in the Internet address list, a number which uniquely 
identifies these addresses; 

[[-]] a user of said mobile subscriber station sending tho following inquiry information 
to a telephony/Intemet server using a short message service ( SMS ) of the cellular radio 
communication network, the inquiry information including |'[': -]] information identifying the 
Internet address for said Intemet user [[,]] and ^ a specific identity of said mobile subscriber 
station (for e xample, th e t e l e phon e numb e r for th e mobil e oubscribor station) ;

said telephony/Intemet server then connecting the user of said mobile subscriber 
station to an Intemet user at the Intemet address corresponding to the keyed in address list 
number. 
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Claim 37 (Currently Amended) A The method as claimed in claim 36, charact e ris e d 
by said telephony/Intemet server[[,]] responding to an in the absence of a response from the 
Internet user at the Internet address corresponding to the keyed in address list number fr J1 by 
notifying the user of said mobile subscriber terminal by means of either a voice message, or 
tones[[,]] as in conv e ntional tel e phony . 

Claim 38 (Currently Amended) A The method as claimed in claim 37, charact e ris e d 
by said notification voice message being that the Intemet user is engaged, or is not replying, 
or does not have an Intemet telephony application. 
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
